STORIES OF TENNYSON. 


Showing Some of the Odd Ways of the 


Famous Poet. 


In the memoirs of the lute William 


Alllngham, the Eugllsh poet, appear 
some Interesting reminiscences of Ten- 
nyson. 
Alllnglmm'8 Brst sight of hlrn 


was at Twickenham, where Tennyson 
was then living. lie says: "Soon came 
In a tall, broad shouldered, swarthy 
man, slightly stooping, with loose chirk 
hair and beard, lie wore spectacles 
and was obviously very nearsighted. 
Hollow cheeks and the dark pallor of 
his skin gave him an unhealthy-appear- 
ance. 
He was a strange aud almost 


spectral figure. The great man peered 
close at lue and then shook bands cor- 
dially, yet with a profound quietude 
of manner. He was then about forty- 
one, but looked much older." 


In 18SO Aliiughnm visited Tennyson 


at the letter's home, Farringford, In 
Freshwater, Isle of Wight. One morn- 
ing they were talking on the downs to- 
gether, and Alllngham said that bo felt 
happy. Tennyson sold gloomily, "I'm 
not nt all happy—very unhappy." The 
reason, as Tennyson afterward explain- 
ed, for his particular unuappluess was 
his uncertainty regarding the condition 
nnd destiny of man. Alllngham was 
very anxious to photograph him on 
this visit, but Tennyson positively re- 
fused. "Ton make bags under my 
eyes," he said. 


At anotl er time during this visit, as 


Alllngham 
writes, they 
talked of 


dreams. "Tennyson said: 'In my boy- 
hood I had Intuitions of Immortality- 
Inexpressible! I have never been able 
to express them. I shall try some clay.' 
I said that I, too, had felt something 
of that kind, whereat Tennyson, being 
In oce of bb less amlu'ile moods, 
growled: 'I don't believe yon have. 
Yon say It out of 
rivalry.'" 


Alllngham describes Tennyson's fond- 


ness tor strange antics, such as "Jump- 
ing round and round like a pigeon, and 
adds, "He Is the only person I ef er saw 
~|h? can do the most ludicroua.thlngs 
H^out any loss of dignity." ' 
'

Remarkable and Artiitio Horn* of Ih* 


Humming Bird. 


The homo of the humming bird ti 


Olio of the most remarkable and artistic 
creations of all bird nrchltecture. It l> 
« tiny, delicate cup, mode of the sott- 
est plant down, saddled upon some 
rather slender branch so deftly that it 
teems a part thereof. The sallra of 
the birds Is used to compact and »>cura 
tho material and likewise to coat tha 
txterlor wllh the gray green lichen* 
*o generally fouml upon trees. Thli 
makes it so assimilate with the sur- 
roundings that It Is a very difficult ob- 
ject to discover. And thereby hangs « 
tale. A gentleman had told me that 
If I would call upon him tie would 
show mo au occupied nest of a hum- 
ming bird In his orchard. 
When I

Potato Raising in Maine. 


At a recent meeting of a Bucks county 


farmers' club a farmer from Maine, Mr. 
Bogerg, 
spoke 
interestingly of potato 


raising la his State. Be said: 


"They plow their land in tbe fall, bar 


row it in the spring, deep and thoroughly; 
then rnn tbe planter over it. The pota- 
toes are buried to a depth ol six or seven 
inches and the dirt la banked over them,- 
making It convenient to tell where the 
potatoes are. Cultivators are started as 
soon as the planting ii done. 
In two 


weeks the rows are leveled down and there 
is no work to do except with the weeder 
until the plants are up two or three inch- 
es then cnltivate thoroughly. To kill 
crabgrasa coverall well with dirt. The 
potatoes, If strong will come through 
wbile cue orabgr«83 will not.

Tho smallest screws in tbe world are 


those made In watch factories. They 
are cui from steel w Ire by a machine, 
but as tbe chips full from the knife It 
looks as If the operator was tlmply 
cutting up tbo wire for his o-ivn di- 
version. 
One thing Is ecrtaln-no 


screws can be seen. ar,d yet a screw 
Is made by every third operation. 


The fourth Jewel wheel screw Is 


next to Invisible, to the naked eye re- 
sembling a spc<k of dust. 
With a 


glass, however, It can be made out 
quite distinctly. It has 200 threads to 
an Inch. These little screws are four 
one-thousandth of au Inch In diam- 
eter, and the beads are double In size. 
It has been estimated that an ordinary 
thimble would hold 100,000 of them. 


About 1,000,000 of them are manu- 


factured lu tho course of a month, 
but no attempt Is ever made to count] 
them.

Therefore, it is a 
perfectly legitimate subject for loyal Pennsylvania Republicans to 
discuss oth"r candidacies along with that of Senator Knox. 
Presi- 


dent Roosevelt is quoted in the newspapers as saying that Judge 
Taft will Imve a majority of the delegates at the Chicago conven- 
tion. The Taft boomers have made much of this statement, and it 
has been "worked" for all it is worth. Of all the comments we 
have read cm Mr. Taft's candidacy that of the Democratic New 
York WorM is the clearest and most unbiased criticism of the 
Ohionn. The World lias canvassed the situation and believes Mr. 
Taft will b'j nominated by tho Republicans and will be elected by 
the people if the Democrats nominate Mr. Bryan. The World says: 


Tlio World doubts if Mr. Roosevelt shot so very wide of the 


mark when he predicted the nomination of Judge Toft on the first 
ballot. 


Since the Secretary of War returned from the Orient his can- 


didacy lias shown a remarkable gain in strength. This gain is 
likely' to b«' continuous. Taft is the most convincing and winning 
personality among all the aspirants for the Republican nomina- 
tion. The demonstration at Cooper Union shows the kind of im- 
pression !><• can make on an unfriendly audience when he devotes 
him«i'lf to the practical side of politics. 


Moreover, he has the whole strength of the Roosevelt adminis- 


tration bel.ind liim; lie represent!! Mr. Roosevelt's policies more 
ably, sagely and judicially than Mr. Roosevelt himself represents 
them, and unless the Republican party is prepared to emancipate 
itself from Mr. Roosevelt, Judge Taft is the "logical candidate" in 
every s«ns<> of that much-abused expression. 


'Iho World questions whether any combination of opposing 


candidates can wrest the nomination from Tnft unless Roosevelt 
loses his gieat popularity and his administration is more widely 
discredited than it. has yet been. We have Jong believed that 
Judge Taft would bo tho Republican candidate unless the conven- 
tion were stampeded to Mr. Roosevelt, and see less reason now 
than ever bifore for changing our opinion. It, is time for Demo- 
crats to face the situation squarely. 


Judge Taft would be a very strong candidate, but he would 


not necessurily be invincible—unless Mr. Bryan were his opponent. 
Ho would enter the campaign with the opposition of a large ele- 
ment of Republicans who are tired of Mr. Roosevelt, of Mr. Roose- 
velt's policies and of a Rooseveltiau government. The Browns- 
ville order has turned the negro vote against him, and there are 
half a dozen States where, under normal political conditions, the 
negro vote all but holds the balance of power.

He will have against him 
the business interests that are afraid of Mr. Roosevelt's policies, 
while a very influential high protection element, would prefer a 
Democrat!'1 President, handicapped by a hostile Senate, to a Re- 
publican tariff revisionist who could force a reform of the Dingley 
ichcdules.

The 
negro vote is large and unfriendly, and Mr. Roosevelt's frequent, 
interference in Ohio afl'iiirs has done anything but strengthen tho 
party. 


As u r.iiulidate for President, William H. Taft, in spite of his 


great ability and eminent qualifications, inight be defeated; but 
not by Mr. Bryan. With u different-kind of candidate the Demo- 
crats might enter the campaign with a fighting chance. Under the 
leadership of a man like John A. Johnson we can conceive of their 
having a prospect of victory. 
But Bryan against Taft could mean 


only a Taft walkover. From the day the Denver convention again 
sentenced the party to disaster the only thing in doubt would be 
the sizo of the Republican majority. 


Will tlie Democrats who believe in their party and in its prin- 


ciples have brains enough to take advantage of their opportunity 
and rid the organization of its Bryan incubus? If not, they and 
Mr. Bryan may be able to say, with another distinguished Bour- 
bon,

HONOR THE DEAD 


Fiwt Annual Memorial Service of tbe 


Bristol Fire Department—Eulogy by 
Rev. W. H. Bows. 


Dairy and Food Commissioner Fonst, of the Pennsylvania 


State Agriculture Department, has started a breakfast food war 
and is conducting a scientific investigation that will probably 
startle the consumers of the popular brands of the alleged "life 
preservers.'* On Monday three suits were begun against AHoona 
firms for selling misbranded stock—Ralston's "Health Food," 
"Grape Nuts" and "Pillsbury's Best Cereal." The allegation of 
tho Pure Food Department is that the labels on the foods contain 
statements regarding nourishment, health properties, etc., that are 
false and misleading. Thirteen of these prosecutions are to be 
brought in Pennsylvania. The other suits will be entered in Read- 


ing, Harrisburg, Wilkesbarre and Bloomsburg. 


The law under which the action was brought is as follows, be- 


ing a part of the Tustin pure food law: 


"Misbranding: If the package containing it, or its label, 


shall bear any statement, design or device regarding the ingredi- 
ents or the substance contained therein, which statement, design 
or device tholl be false or misleading in any particular,"

They were familiar with .the history 


of the flames of Mt. Slani; tbe flames 
which became the symbols of tbe Holiness 
or God, and the flames which startled the 
world ns the symbols of Divine truth. 
They had read to good purpose of the 
(lames that swept over London, when 13,- 
000 houses were destroyed; of the flames 
that destroyed Itamp, when temples and 
pa In res were involved In one common rnln, 
and of the flames that destroyed so much 
of Jioston, Philadelphia, Chicago and San 
Francisco. 
And while I cannot recall the 


names of these fire-flgbters, who have pass' 
ed into the eternal world, I 
can 
help 


tho'se of you who are still In the service 
to-day. 
I know what It Is to be a fire- 


man. 
The fiery element hae three times 


dealt harshly with me and mine. 
The 


Ih-st time It reduced to a bed of ashes the 
home of my youth; the second time, tt 
embraced In concentric colls of flre the 
beautiful Pennsylvania Military Academy, 
of which I was a student; the third time, 
It caused that fearful 
conflagration—the 


burning of the Milwaukee Ilotel—at which 
my brother-in-law had registered and re- 
tired, never more to be seen alive. * So 
1 snvj I know what It Is to be a fireman; 
and to this day, when I hear our flre 
ft!arm bell strike Its warning of danger, 
under the ever-watchful care of our bor- 
ough flic men, I am among the first to hold 
my breath; and I seem to hear tbe loud 
shouts for help, and the rattling of the 
hose-curts, and the agonizing cries of the 
poor victims, 
On! I have watched the 
ravenous demons raging for their prey, 
and the fiery gulf yawning fearfully be- 
low, and tbe flumes shooting Into tbe sky, 
and the ladder thrown against the wall, 
and tue rlwirly ns to who shall ascend. 


That was the fearful service that at 
t me ted ou r deceased firemen, and that 
holds you, my fellow-citizens, so closely 
to your dangerous work. 
Those men who have gone oat Into thq 


eternal worM, were among the best of our 
borough Inhabitants. 
I say this, because 
1 know that from the day when George 
Washington used to galop to fires down 
to tue 
D resent time, tbe names of our 
best, our most law-abiding citizens, have 
been absoclated with the lire departments 
of our towns, and the same thing holds 
good in Bristol. 
1 wish 1 could recall 
tbe names of those who, having occupied 
positions In tbe front ranks of the town 
and of tbe flre department, and perform- 
ed well their parts, have been, gathered 
to their fathers, "where no bell disturbs 
their sleeping, and no alarm breaks upon 
the stillness of their 
graves." 
Some 


have 
passed 
away 
by the 
progressive 
waste of nature in a good old age; some 
have prematurely ripened for 
an 
early 
tomb, and some have fallen victims at the 
post of danger, or died from exposure. 
Hut the most tbat I can do In common 
with yourselves, Is to sigh 
over 
their 
mouldering remains; drop a tear over their 
graves, or remember the day we followed 
them to their tombs. They had the spirit 
of heroism that makes men, and nothing 
Is too good for their memories. 
Would you see a memorial shaft and 
tablet erected to the memory of deceased 
firemen; then visit Old Trinity church- 
yard In New York City. 
There It stands 1 A silent witness io 
the deeds of all tbe noble men who ever 
risked their lives for their feflow-citizen9, 
testifying to their glory, their daring and 
their historic self-sacrifice. 


Would you sea tbe heroic Fireman's 
Monument, then go to the loftier height! 
of charming Greenwood, whence the mar- 
ble monument rises. 
See the fireman on 
the summit. 
See his left arm around a 
rescuod child, while his right band holds 
a trumpet, 
And when yon have looked 
and wondered, then think of the fireman's 
heroism, and while yon think, forget not 
the heroism of that One who win come 
back to the world for Bis own, with 
garlands of all nation* on His brow—of 
the bronzed nations of the Sooth and the 
pallid nations of the North—Europe, Asia, 
Africa, North aad South America, and 
tbe other continent! that may arise mean* 
while from the sea to take th? places of 
their sunkea predecessors. 


And now as to yourselves, brothers, let 
me aa? Jtwt a word: 
The Bible says that "Godtineas Is pro- 
fitable unto all things, having promise of 
the life that now is, and of that which 
Is to come." That Is true; and you are 
to discover what yonr duty Is toward tbe 
town and each other—whether In the town 
council, the police department, the school 
board, or the fire department.

Gentlemen. 


The Board of Health herewith submits 


Its Annual Report aa to the sanitary con- 
ditions of the conditions of tbe Borough 
for the year ending December 31th, 1907. 


The year has been exceptionally free 


from what Is recognized as preventive 
diseases and Is markedly in oontraat with 
neighboring towns, especially ou the 
other tide of the river where they are 
using water from tbe river without puri- 
fication 
For instance, there have been 


during the entire year but twelve oases 
of typhoid fever with but two deaths— 
one death occurring four days after tbe fil- 
tered water-had been let ito tbe mama in 
January, and the other one on June 10th. 
No case of typhoid fever has been repott- 
ed since this one in June, a period of al- 
moic seven months.

Methods Employed In Its Pur- 


chase and Shipment. 


NOT A COMPLEX TRANSACTION 


The Simple System by Which Foreign 


Bullion or Coin Arriving by Ship In 
New York Is Turned Into American 
Money—The Loss by Abraeton. 


Buying $10,000,000 worth of gold 


from tbe Bank oE England, says tbe 
cashier of tlie subtreasury In New 
Vork, Is uo more complex a trans- 
action than buying a pioco of renl 
estate. 
Whatever difference there Is 


in tlie two Is in favor of the gold pur- 
chase. In It you are prrtty sure to get 
the value of your money. 
* Much of the gold bought by the large 
banking houses of New Yovk and other 
America u cities Is pui chased from the 
Bniik of England or the Bank of 
France. Its purchase Is arranged for 
by the English or French agents of tho 
bank that wishes to secure the gold. 
The price that will have to be paid de- 
pends largely upon the demand. 
In 


panic times, when every dollar of gold 
that can be secured is being eagerly 
sought by bankers here, the price is as 
high as 5 and 0 per cent. 


The fa hip men t of the gold is accom- 


panied by comparatively few extra 
precautions. 
An extra detective or 


two from Scotland Yard, perhaps, and 
as many other private detectives em- 
ployed by the Bank of England fur- 
nish all the protection needed. 


All gold imported into this country 


comes in one of two forms. It Is either 
In gold bars or In coin, 1C in coin It is 
usually American money Hut has been 
scut abroad in some previous year, for 
u comjwnithely small amount of for- 
eign gold coin Is brought Let e. Whether 
in bar or coin, however, it is all ship- 
ped iu small btpol cases. The bars are 
of an exact length, so as to permit 
them being packed tightly In the cases, 
while the coins are In bags, irrespec- 
tive of denomination, that hold ,1ust 
500 ounces. 


The arrival of a gold laden ship at 


her pier tn tbe North river Is no dif- 
ferent, so far as precautions for Uio 
gold itself nre concerned, from that of 
any other vessel 
There me always 


government officials, city police and 
pilvate detectives to meet each ship, 
and tho arrival of a boat with $10,000,- 
000 iu gold abonjd will result In no 
more than one or t\\o extra men being 
present lo ride on the wagons cairying 
the gold away from the pier. 


The steel boxes, with their precious 


contents, as they are carted down 
from the ship to the wharfs might 
from their appearance contain only or- 
dinary merchandise. 
If any unusual 


precautions be taken, however, It Is 
during the brief moments that the 
boxes with their millions are lying on 
the pier \\ailiiig to be lifted into the 
n.igons and carted away. Then they 
are watched by a good many pairs of 
eyes, and not a stranger Is allowed to 
approach auywhcie near them. 


The Dnal act of tho purchase of gold 


differs In times of panic and at ordi- 
nary times. In times of panic, when 
the necessity for gold Is so great that 
every moment is precious, its real \al- 
ue In relieving a situation comes only 
when it Is piled high on the counters 
of the banks uud trust companies 
awaiting the demands of the creditors 
of those institutions 


The gold tht\t arrives In bars goes 


direct to the as-^uy office. 
Before auy 


attempt Is made to analyze It and as- 
certain its real value the purchaser re- 
ceh PS a certified check from the ns- 
saycr for OS per cent of the value sup- 
posed to bo contained in the bars. Tho 
check can be converted into cash Im- 
mediately, and the delay of two or 
three dajs necessary to make a com- 
plete assay of the shipment is avoided. 
Whatever additional sum is due the 
purchaser after the assayer's.icport la 
made he receives In a day or two 


Much tbe simic process so far as ex- 


pediency Is concerned Is gone through 
with tho gold coins. They, Instead of 
going to the assay olllcc, go direct to 
the subtreasui'y. 
JCach bag Is weighed 


unopened and if found lo tip the 
scales at 000 ounces $9,300 in cash is 
Immediately advanced. 
That process 


saves many hours, for each bag has to 
be opened, the coins assorted Into their 
several 
denominations, counted and 


weighed for lo^s from abrasions. Aft- 
er that is done the money is returned 
to bags containing $5,000 each, and the 
balance due tlie purchaser, whatever 
It may be, is forwarded to him. 


The only other class of gold shipment 


that has to be handled is that of for- 
eign gold coins. 
They are not even 


counted, but are placed immediately In 
a crucible, melted and then sent to the 
assay office, where they are treated as 
were the gold bars. 
The extra time 


necessary to secure actual American 
money for the gold coins of foreign na- 
tions is the chief reason for the small 
amount of gold Imported in that form. 


As between shipping gold hi coin or 


bars there Is little difference. 
It Is 


said that the motion of the ships causes 
a loss of about $200 In every shipment 
of $1,000,000. 
It Is a fact, however, 


that the coins do lose considerably 
more in weight than the bars.—New 
York World.
